Playing  against  one  of  the  best  teams  in  northeastern  Indiana,  and  a  team  that 
had  as  one  of  its  players,  “Tack”  Prentice,  winner  of  the  coveted  Gimbel  prize  in  the 
1927  state  tourney,  Bluffton  won  a  conference  game  when  they  decisively  outplayed  _£en- 
dallville.  Ellenberger  led  a  Tiger  scoring  spree  that  did  not  end  till  the  blowing  of  the 
final  whistle.  “Ellie”  was  at  his  best,  which  is  as  good  as  any  guard  in  the  state,  and 
by  fine  bits  of  defensive  work  held  Prentice  scoreless  from  the  field  while  Ellie  himself 
was  scoring  fifteen  points  to  head  the  Tiger  scorers.  Swigert,  Pyle,  Crosbie  and  Bobbie 
Richey  played  red-hot  basketball  and  it  was  a  Tiger  crew  working  as  a  well-oiled  ma¬ 
chine  that  won  the  victory  they  deserved  so  much  to  win  and  fought  s0  *?ard  ^ 

The  Tigers  played  like  regional  winners  in  this  game  and  for  the  first  time  Bluffton 
fans  began  to  hope  that  they  might  follow  a  Tiger  team  to  the  state  tournament.  It  is 
a  certain  fact  that  they  could  have  beaten  Fort  Wayne  that  night.

The  game  was  played  in  the  new  North  Side  High  School  gym  at 
Fort  Wayne.  Inspired  by  superb  playing  by  Bob  Richey,  Tiger  forward,  Bluffton  dis¬ 
played  dazzling  passwork  and  shooting.  Bluffton’s  hopes  seemed  dimmed  when  Crosbie 
was  injured  in  the  early  minutes  of  the  second  half.  Ellenberger  played  a  heady  game 
and  was  the  center  of  most  of  the  Tiger  plays  both  on  defense  and  attack.

After  Decatur  had  beat 
our  Tigers  earlier  in  the  season  on  our  home  floor  we  turned  the  tables  on  them  and 
beat  them  at  Decatur.  Before  the  game  Bluffton  fans  were  downhearted  for  Crosbie, 
regular  center  for  the  Tigers,  was  out  of  the  game  with  an  injury  sustained  in  the  Fort 
Wayne  Central  game.  Decatur  was  also  playing  without  the  services  of  Joe  Krick,  one 
of  their  valuable  men.

In  the  sectional  and  regional  tourneys  Bluffton  scored  86  points 
to  their  opponents’  72. 
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TOURNEY  DOPE 


After  finishing  the  regular  schedule  the  Tigers  began  intensive 
training  and  practice  to  point  for  the  grind  of  the  sectional  tourney  which 
was  held  at  the  Bluffton  Community  Building.  It  was  the  aim  and  sole 
purpose  of  the  Coach  and  his  proteges  to  cop  this  tourney  and  go  on 
through  the  Regional  to  the  State  Tourney.  Handicapped  by  the  loss  of 
Prough  through  sickness,  Means  had  to  fill  that  gaping  hole  at  forward 
and  utility  center.  Stevens  was  on  hand  and  filled  in  nicely. 

The  sectional  opened  on  Friday  night  and  there  was  a  capacity 
crowd  that  was  handled  in  fine  style  by  the  organization  arranged  by  Prin¬ 
cipal  Mitzner.  The  crowd  moved  in  and  out  of  the  building  smoothly  and 
there  was  very  little  crowding. 

The  Tigers  met  their  first  opponent  in  Petroleum  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing  in  the  first  round.  Displaying  good  teamwork  and  tight  guarding  on 
the  part  of  Ellenberger  and  Swigert,  the  Tigers  copped  the  first  game 
23-12.  The  game  was  bitterly  contested  all  the  way  through  and  was 
closer  than  the  score  indicates.  Roughness  took  Bluffton  players  out  of 
the  game  and  the  Tigers  finished  with  only  four  men.  These  four  men 
did  some  nice  stalling  and  kept  the  ball  long  enough  to  keep  Petroleum 
from  making  a  serious  threat. 

In  the  semi-final  game  Bluffton  fans  did  get  a  real  scare  when 
Rockcreek  sank  a  number  of  long  shots  from  far  out  on  the  floor  to  come 
uncomfortably  close  to  the  Tigers.  Bluffton  started  off  with  some  excel¬ 
lent  shooting  and  got  a  10-point  lead  in  the  first  five  minutes  of  the  game. 
Rockcreek  then  came  back  and  the  game  was  played  on  pretty  even  terms 
with  Bluffton  holding  their  lead  till  the  latter  part  of  the  second  half.  The 
old  Tiger  combination  finally  won  by  the  score  of  21  to  24. 

In  the  final  game  Saturday  night  Bluffton  stacked  up  against  a 
husky  team  from  Union  Center.  Ellenberger  was  pitted  against  the 
Union  star,  Roe,  center  for  Union  and  their  highest  scorer.  Ellenberger 
accomplished  what  was  said  to  be  impossible  and  held  Roe  scoreless  from 
the  field.  “Ellie”  got  himself  some  baskets  in  the  meantime  and  led  the 
Tigers  scoring  list  with  eleven  points.  The  other  Union  scoring  ace,  Pat¬ 
terson,  got  busy  and  accounted  for  most  of  Union’s  points.  The  crowd 
was  almost  crazy  when  the  game  was  over  for  the  lead  kept  getting 
smaller  for  the  Tigers,  and  Union  was  always  a  threat.  When  Union  was 
only  one  point  behind  some  Tiger  player  would  always  come  through  with 
a  basket  and  save  the  game.  The  final  score  was  25-21. 

Richey,  Crosbie  and  Ellenberger  made  the  all-sectional  team. 

A  week  later  the  Tigers  went  to  Fort  Wayne  where  they  met  the 
Fort  Wayne  Central  Tigers  in  the  first  round  game  at  North  Side  gym¬ 
nasium.  By  virtue  of  accurate  foul  shooting  the  Bluffton  team  led  at 
the  half  10-6.  Bluffton  was  in  possession  of  the  ball  the  most  of  the 
time  but  was  shooting  poorly  from  the  field  and  missed  a  large  percentage 
of  their  shots.  In  the  second  half  Central  displayed  a  powerful  drive  and 
overcame  the  Bluffton  lead.  Bluffton  still  advanced  the  ball  within  shoot¬ 
ing  range  but  could  not  find  the  basket.  Crosbie  scored  the  only  Bluffton 
field  goal  in  this  half.  Central  won  the  right  to  compete  in  the  finals.  The 
final  score  was  18-13. 

Central  defeated  Kirkland  in  the  final  game  and  in  the  state  tour¬ 
ney  Central  lost  the  first  game  to  Clinton,  22-21.

The  infield  was  the  strong  point  of  the  team  with  Ellenberger  at 
third,  Richey  at  shortstop,  “Red”  Pyle  at  second,  and  Crosbie  playing  first 
base.  Few  of  the  Tiger  opponents  had  combinations  the  equal  of  the  in¬ 
field  these  four  boys  formed.  The  outfield  was  composed  of  Redding, 
Heller,  Ashbaucher,  Emshwiller  and  Schreiber.  This  was  also  a  strong 
point  in  the  Tiger  team  both  on  defense  and  at  the  bat. 

Schreiber,  Lantis  and  Kilty  were  the  Tiger  catchers.  Schrieber, 
although  the  smallest  of  the  three  was  the  best,  and  Lantis  and  Kilty 
were  about  equal.

The  Sophomores  won  the  first  track  event  of  the  year  when  they  outscored  the 
other  classes.  The  same  class  won  the  interclass  meet  as  Freshmen  last  year.  Weisell 
scored  ten  points  with  first  in  the  mile  and  half-mile  runs;  Maddux  and  Penrod  scored 
eleven  points  each;  Schroeder  scored  seven  points. 

The  Senior  team  furnished  the  only  competition  for  the  Sophomores  with  Ellen¬ 
berger,  Waugh  and  Paxson  making  most  of  the  Senior  points.  Waugh,  Senior,  was  high 
point  man  of  the  meet  with  first  in  the  220  and  440-yard  dashes  and  a  second  in  the 
low  hurdles. 
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In  the  first  dual  meet  of  the  year  the  Tiger  track  men  strutted  their  stuff  against 
Montpelier  and  beat  the  Pacer  track  team  by  a  large  margin.  The  final  score  was  Tigers, 
66;  Pacers,  33. 

Bluffton  scored  eight  firsts  out  of  possible  eleven  events.  Leading  scorers  for  Bluff- 
ton  were  Waugh,  12;  Penrod,  11;  Weisell  and  Ellenberger,  10  each;  Paxson,  6.

In  the  last  dual  meet  of  the  track  season  Bluffton  took  the  measure  of  the  Hunt¬ 
ington  track  team  by  the  score  of  72  for  the  Tigers  against  2614  for  the  Vikings.  Waugh 
with  11  points  led  the  Tiger  scoring  while  Ellenberger  was  close  behind  with  10  points. 
Paxson  scored  9  points  and  Weisell  eight.  Bluffton  made  clean  sweeps  of  five  events  to 
take  all  three  places.  Huntington  was  the  poorest  track  team  to  meet  Bluffton  this  year. 

In  the  Goshen  invitational  relays  Weisell  scored  6  points  for  Bluffton  to  place  his 
school  ninth  in  the  standing.  Weisell  was  first  in  his  heat  of  the  mile  run  with  a  20- 
yard  lead  at  the  finish.  Had  Weisell  been  pushed  to  win  he  might  have  bettered  his 

time.  Weisell  also  placed  third  in  the  half-mile  run.  Paxson  ran  a  good  race  in  the 
half-mile  but  was  in  poor  condition  and  lost  out  in  the  last  part  of  the  race.  Savage, 
a  new  man  in  Bluffton  track,  placed  fourth  in  the  fast  heat  of  the  mile. 

The  outstanding  track  men  will  be  entered  in  the  sectional  and  state  meets.  The 
team  is  being  taken  to  South  Side  for  the  Conference  meet  there.

June  5,  1935. 

“All  Aboard!” 


ON  SEPTEMBER  29,  1935. 


We  heaved  a  sigh  of  relief  as  we  boarded  the  ship  and  followed  the  steward  to 
our  stateroom.  That  strenuous  week  in  New  York  had  almost  finished  us  and  we  were 
looking  forward  now  to  a  pleasant,  peaceful,  voyage  on  the  S.  S.  Lunatic  enroute  to  gay 
“Paree.”  We  saw  that  our  baggage  was  in  our  room  and  started  out  for  a  tour  of  the 
ship.  As  we  stepped  out  on  the  deck  a  massive  figure  in  an  officer’s  uniform  stood  by 
the  rail  giving  commands  to  a  sailor. 


“There’s  the  captain,”  we  thought. 

We  went  over  to  him  with  the  intention  of  asking  him  to  direct  us  on  our  an¬ 
ticipated  tour.  Will  surprises  never  cease?  It  was  our  old  friend,  Jack  Longden.  You 
can  bet  we  were  very  much  pleased  to  see  him.  He  told  us  that  after  he  graduated  from 
Culver  in  1928  he  went  to  Annapolis  and  was  now  Captain  of  the  S.  S.  Lunatic.
